time moving a strong force by tho 
right flank towards Hai Cheng. 


• The main Japanese advance con- 
tinues along the main Feng Wens 
Cheng'-Liao Yang1 road, avoiding tho 
Mao Tien pass by a detour to the 
northward.

possibilities for profit, will go begging 
It points out that there Is no townshl 
-in the county wherein sufficient taxe 
are provided to maintain all its roads 
in good repair, even If the taxes were 
^Pftld IP. sash anfl PaW promptly. 
The 


•tost of faithfully .keeping in complete 
repair, all the highways and byways 
would be appalling to the average tax- 
paver If he. v'ere called upon to pay a 
tax levy sufficient for this purpose, 


"We hardly agree with The Courier 


in. this conclusion. The road super- 
visor can only use the amount of mon- 
ey which is appropriated for that »pe- 
"clue purpose, Ha should Use judgment 


and care la expending the money for 
the "Interests of the taxpayers. It he 
keeps the roads in as good repair as it 
is possible to do under existing condi- 
tions he will not be held responsible. 
The question ol negligence will not 
then arise. All supervisors are not 
negligent, but a vast majority of them 
are, and those who do not conduct 


1 their office for the interests of the tax- 


payers and are careless in the use of 
the 
taxpayers' 
-money 
should 
be 


brought 1o Ume." 


The question of negligence will al- 


ways arise, as it has arisen in Dun- 
fcar township, when the road taxes ar 
insufficient to keep all the roads of the 
township 
in reasonable repair, an-] 


the taxes are seldom if ever sufficient 
for that purpose. 


The question that annually- confronts 


the Supervisors is, The taxes are in 
sufficient to repair all the roads, so 
where shall we spend the money 
Some roads are necessarily neglected 
The taxpayers living along such high 
ways naturally feel aggrieved and ar 
ready to raise the question of negll 
gence. just as they have done in Dun 
bar township.

"The only requirements the emperor 


made as to bis clothing," says Con- 
etant, "were that it should be of fine

Ixiuvlers. 
Under the consulate he 


"wore, as "was then the fashion, tho 
skirts of his coat extremely long, AXt-

ing him to abandon this fashion, and 
It was only by a subterfuge that I at 
last succeeded.
